DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed January 16, 2002 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each publication 
or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused 
it to be listed.

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art references do not disclose or teach a motorcycle wheel comprising a rim, a hub, at least 
one spoke extending the rim and the hub, where the at least one spoke includes first and second 
walls that are separated by a distance, the first and second walls being substantially entirely 
unconnected to each other between the hub and the rim, the wherein the first and second walls 
are connected to each other by a rotor mounting boss adjacent to the rim and wherein the end of 
the spokes that are connected to the hub are substantially centered about a central plane that is 
perpendicular to the axis of rotation, the central plane substantially bisecting the hub and the rim 
and the ends connected to the rim are entirely on one side of the central plane as set forth in the 
claims.
